TTAWA, July 27. — Members of 
the Forty-third regiment have 
been all agog today over the re- 
port from Boston that ou their 
approaching visit to that city they will 
not be permitted to curry arms. Were 
this old Massachusetts law insisted upon 
the regiment wouid stay at home, but 
now it appears that the Washington au- 
thorities have overruled the Adjutant- 
General and the regiment will make the 
projected trip. 

The government has acted m P shab- 
by manner towards J. Lome McDougall, 
former Auditor-General. In superannu- 
ating him from August 1st they have 
given him the smallest retiring allowance 
they could, viz., $2,100. In his letter 
of 'resignation Mr. McDougall set forth 
the reason why, in his judgment, the 
government should liberally construe tne 
superannuation net in his case, which 
wouid give him $2,800 a- year.

be United States consul at Antung - , 
Manchuria. Mr. Davidson was ap- 
pointed to tills position In 1904, hut 
owing to the fact that Antung was 
within the theatre of the Russo- 
Japanese war, he was unable to reach 
his post. The President therefore 
appointed him vice-consul-general at 
Shanghai. That olllce he has filled 
until this time.

AMERICAN VENDETTA. 

Desperate Encounter Between Factions 
in Illinois. 

Chicago, July 27. — A special to the 
Dally News from Owingav, Illinois, 
says: " In a desperate encounter be- 
tween the Mullins and Fleming fac- 
tions of feudists, Sol Mullins, leader 
of the Mullins faction, has been killed, 
and William Mullins wounded, and 
Jeff Fleming fatally hurt. The battle 
took place on Boone Pork, in a lonely 
mountain section near the border of 
Letcher and Pike counties. The Mul- 
lins were led by Sol Mullins nnd the 
Flemings by Sol Fleming. 

"Tho two leaders opened lire on each 
other, and their men joined in. Sol 
Mullins led his followers in a fierce 
charge on the Flemings with a rain 
of bullets. Sol and Will Mullins fell 
wounded, and when Jeff Fleming was 
seen to fall the battle ended. While 
attention was given to the wounded, 
Sol Mulllni died. Fifty shots were 
fired. 

".Sheriff Thackeray of Merces county 
went to the scene with a posse and 
n nested three of the Mullins faction. 
Sol Fleming refused to submit to ar- 
rest, and lied with his men to the 
mountains, A battle is feared if his 
capture Is attempted.'! 



Stamping Out 



New Orleans Rejoices in Escape 
From Horrors of Former 
Epidemics. 



Scientific Treatment Success- 
fully Battles With the 
Scourge. 



Present Visitation May Prove 
to Be a Blessing in 
Disguise. 



NEW ORLEANS, July 27.— All the 
forces engaged in the battle 
against the yellow fever scourge 
today joined in expressing the 
belief that, while the situation has 
been and is serious enough, success 
has already been achieved by the 
methods applied as the result of the 
Reed commission in Cuba, to justify 
the hope that, for the first time In the 
history of the country, what threat- 
ened to be a malignant epidemic of 
yellow fever, will be stamped out be- 
fore frost comes, and that the country 
will he spared the horrors of the epi- 
demics of 1853, 1867 and 1873 In New 
Orleans, and of a century ago in New 
York and Philadelphia. 

It Is believed that if destruction 
of the stegomyia checks the spread of 
the disease, the present visitation of 
the plague will have been a blessing 
in disguise, since It will have demon- 
strated the ability of science to con- 
trol a virulent outbreak of yellow 
fever. 

With the cases reported today, the 
aggregate since Juy 13 runs close to 
200 cases. These are Included in 20 
to 25 centres. The first centre in- 
cluded the quarter around the French 
market, where the fever first ap- 
peared and where many fatalities 
have occurred. Italians in this re- 
gion avoid physicians, and the fevep 
got a foothold In the settlement be- 
fore It became known to the health 
department. No precautions were 
taken to 

Destroy the Mosquitoes 
and the scourge spread with such 
rapidity that but for the cheap and 
crowded lodging houses, the Italians 
who could get away lied in terror, 
some going to friends in other parts 
of the city, some going by rail to 
surrounding towns, and some in boats 
to settlements along the coast. Al- 
most every instance of a new fever 
district is caused by an Italian who 
escaped or some one of a different 
nationality whose business was in 
that quarter. 

So far as the health authorities 
were able to discover today, no case 
has thus far developed from the out- 
lying infection centres, and with few 
exceptions the cases and deaths have 
been among Italians. The absence of 
a spread from the outside centres, 
notably those above Canal street and 
Algiers, is held to be entirely due to 
the fact that the patients have been 
perfectly screened and scientifically 
treated, while the premises have been 
thoroughly disinfected after death or 
recovery. A great cleaning campaign 
has been begun ; every ward is thor- 
oughly organizing, precinct organiza- 
tions radiating from the major body. 
One More Case Reported 

Xew Orleans, La., July 27. — One case 
of yellow fever has appeared at a can- 
nery live miles from Port St. Phillips, 
fifty miles below the city. It is that 
of an Italian woman, who escaped from 
the French market district. Italian so- 
cieties are joining with priests of their 
nationality in efforts to aid the authori- 
ties. The only serious alarm has been 
among the Italians, many of them living 
in the French market section heing ig- 
norant and superstitious, and when fe- 
ver began to rage they became frighten- 
ed and fled to friends in other sections 
of the city and surrounding country. 
Several concealed cases of fever have 
been reported. 

No report of additional new cases 
or deaths from yellow fever was made 
public by the city board of health In 
tho early hours of the day. Official 
Teport was made of 12 new cases and 
(> deaths occurring yesterday. Of the 
12 new cases, '.) are Italians living in 
the vicinity of the French market, 
of the deaths, 1 occurred in hospital, 
2 up town and the other .1 in 'Ui* 
French market district. The health 
authorities said today there were still 
hopes of eradicating the disease be- 
fore fall, and in any event with the 
precautions being taken, a serious 
epidemic was entirely out of the ques- 
tion. 



EARTHQUAKE SHOCK FELT. 

Marquette, Mich., July 27. — Mar- 
quette and other points on the Mar- 
quette iron range last evening experi- 
enced a distinct shock, thought by 
many to be caused by air earthquake. 
A dull, rumbling noise accompanied the 
disturbance. Tall buildings were sway- 
ed, dishes rattled and windows were 
shaken, but no damage is reported. 



NORWAY AND SWEDEN. 

Swedish Parliament Approves of Com- 
mittee's Report. 

Stockholm, July 27. — Both houses of 
the Swedish parliament this morning 
approved the report of the special 
committee appointed by parliament to 
deal with the crisis between Norway 
and Sweden. In the first chamber 
the report was adopted without de- 
bate. 

In the chamber, the recommenda- 
tion in the report regarding negotia- 
tions for dissolution was adopted 
unanimously, but there was some ob- 
jection to the proposed loan of $25,- 
000,000 to meet the new conditions. 
A score of members voted against 
the loan. The social-democrat leader, 
Herr Brenting, declared the proposed 
loan was contrary to the peaceful 
spirit, of the recommendation to nego- 
tiate, and was a dangerous precedent. 
Sweden had never heretofore before 
borrowed money for military purposes 
ami lie feared Norway would regard 
it as being in the nature of a. threat 
of war. This view was contested by 
other speakers. 

Christiania, July 27.— It is reported 
that the Norwegian government will 
propose to the storthing the holding 
of a referendum on the dissolution of 
tho union with Sweden. Tho vote 
will probably be taken August 13. 

Berlin, July 27 — The German foreign 
olllce denies utterly the report pub- 
lished by the correspondent of a 
London paper at Stockholm, to the 
effect that Emperor William, in his 
recent interview with the Russian em- 
peror, sought to obtain the consent of 
the latter for a prince of the house of 
Hohenzollern to ascend the throne of 
Norway. 

London, July 27.— No application 
has yet been made to Great Britain 
for the recognition of Norway aa an 
Independent state, and It Is not ex- 
pected that such an .application will 
be made until Sweden and Norway 
arrange their differences. Tho British 
government feels if could with perfect 
propriety recognize Norway, but out 
of regard for Sweden It will await tin 
agreement on the subject of dissolu- 
tion of the union. 



CAPTAIN RETIRES FROM SEA. 

New York, July 27. — Captain E. R. 
McKinstry', long commander of the 
White Star steamer Teutonic, has retired 
from the sea. When the Teutonic ar- 
rived here today under command of II. 
P. Ransom, formerly of the Celtic, it 
was announced that. Capt. McKinstry 
resigned his position just before the 
steamer started from the other side and 
announced his retirement from the scu 
to accept a position ashore. 



"BLUEBEARD" HOCH'S FATE. 

The Chicago Wif~Killer Will Hang 
Today. 

Chicago, July 27. — Governor Dinen 
said today that he would not interfere 
with "Bluebeard" Johann Hoch's exe- 
cution, which is set for tomorrow. It 
is said, however, that the governor 
would present the case to the state 
board of pardons, the purpose being 
to let the board pais upon tho ques- 
tion of a reprieve, giving TIocli an 
opportunity for an appeal to the Illi- 
nois supreme court. The board of 
pardons subsequently declined to in- 
terfere. 



TRAIN RUNS INTO WORKERS. 

Six Men Killed While Repairing Line 
in Now York State. 

Amsterdam, N. T., July 27.— Six 
men were killed and three others 
probably fatally injured by being 
struck by train No. 5G on the New 
York Central at Tribe hill, six miles 
west of this city, shortly before noon 
today. About a hundred men were 
engaged at work on a curve distribut- 
ing sand which had been dumped 
there for ballasting purposes, when' 
they were obliged to step from track 
No. 2 to allow a westbound freight 
train to pass. Owing to the sand 
being whirled about in the high wind, 
a number of men failed to notice the 
approaching No. 56, which ran them 
down. The men killed were all 
Italians living at Fonda.

Express Wreck 



An Electric Train Crashes Into 
Empties on Line Near 
Liverpool. 



Wreckage Bursts Into Flumes 
Consuming the Living and 
the Dead. 



LIVERPOOL, July 27.— An ex- 
press train on the Lancashire & 
Vorkshiro Railroad bound from 
Liverpool to Southport collided 
this evening with an empty train ut the 
Hall Road station, causing the death of 
twenty-three persons and the injury of 
many others. The first car of the ex- 
Ipress, .which was crowded, was smash- 
ed to pieces, and only six of its occu- 
pants escaped. The road was recently 
given an electric equipment. 

This is the first serious accident that 
has occurred on an electric railway in 
England, nnd it filled with horror the 
numerous waiting passengers standing 
at the Hall road station, who were spec- 
tators of the disaster. Immediately af- 
ter the crash tho wreckage burst into 
names. The mangled bodies of the 
dead and the screams of the injured 
vainly crying to he extricated from the 
[burning wreckage formed a terrible 
scene and many women on the platform 
fainted. The cause of the collision is 
unknown. 



STEAMER CENTENNIAL'S FATE. 

Seattle, July 27.— (Special)— It is 
believed by marine men of this city 
that the Japanese have captured the 
steamship Centennial, carrying con- 
traband cargo for the Russians. 



HOP CROP IN DANGER. 

Reports From Oregon Indicate Prob- 
able Shortage. 

Portland, Ore., July 27.— (Special)— 
Oregon hops are reported to be in 
grave danger of destruction from 
honey-dew and lice. The crop will 
be short if the devastation does not 
cease. 



ATTACK ON JEWS. 

Several Reported Killed and Injured 
From Kishineff. 

Klshlneff, July 27.— An attack on 
Jews, In which several more were 
killed and injured, is reported to have 
occurred at Ruska Novoska, New 
Russia, probably a village near Kishi- 
neff. The number of fatalities has 
not boon established. 



FOREST FIRES RAGING. 

Beyond Control in Idaho and Much 
Timber Destroyed. 

' Moscow, Idaho, July 27. — (Special) — 
Forest fires on the banks of the 
Clearwater river are beyond control. 
It is declared the light being made 
against them is useless. The state 
land commissioner has already taken 
a force of men in excess of the num- 
ber allowed him by law to battle with 
the flames. Much valuable timber 
lias been destroyed. 



BOYCOTTING AMERICANS. 

Shanghai Bankers Discuss Boycott of 
United States institution. 

Shanghai, July 27.— The native bank- 
ers have called a meeting to discuss a 
proposal to boycott the International 
Hanking' Corporation. The International 
Banking Corporation was organized in 
1901 under the laws of Connecticut, re- 
ceiving its charter by a special act: of 
the Legislature. It was then the only 
American banking institution formed 
for the purpose of doing business entire- 
ly in foreign countries, with authority fo 
establish branches. In December, 1002, 
it wos made age.it of the United States 
government for the receipt id' the pay- 
ments of this rroverumenl on account, of 
the Chinese Boxer indemnity, The 
stockholders were ■selected from among 
'the lending manufacturer*!, exporters 
and importers of the United Slates. The 
corporation is capitalized at $3,000,000. 
Iwith a surplus of .$3,000,(100., The main 
olllce of the corporation is at No. 1 Willi 
street, Xew York.

The old section of country 
between Winnipeg nnd Portage La Pra- 
rie will have a splendid harvest in spite 
of the heavy rains. At Rosser tho crop 
is reported about one week later than 
Inst yea.r At Sidney, between Portage 
and Brandon, the crop is ns far advanc- 
ed as at this time last year, and farther 
east, at Wapella, the reports state that 
the harvest will begin a week or ten 
days earlier. In the CarnduiE district 
cutting will begin next week, while' at. 
McDonald August 15th is mentioned as 
the date on which cutting will prohabiy 
begin. Saskatoon will have half a 
■million bushels of No. 1 hard if the wea- 
ther continues line, and Hague, on tho 
Prince Albert branch, reports that crops 
will he two weeks earlier than last year. 
Haying operations are in full progress 
at the present time and both the culti- 
vated grasses and tho wild hay will 
yield abundantly. The root crop is al- 
so reported as most favorable through- 
out the west. 

Bankhead Explosion 
Baukhead, N. W. T., July 27.— There 
[seems to-be some misundersandiug as to 
the nature and place of accident which 
occurred near the Bankhead mines on 
Monday last. The facts are these: 
There is a tunnel running from the 
railroad to the mines, and four men were 
engaged iu blasting a rock cut near this 
tunnel. Owing to a premature dis- 
charge of dynamite three of tho four 
men were instantly killed. It will thus 
1)0 seen that the accident did not occur 
in the mines at all, but: some distance 
from them. Not a cent's worth of dam- 
age was done to the property and none 
of the other miners were hurt or are in 
any danger whatever. This Official 
statement is sent out to correct a mis- 
understanding of the sad affair, as rel- 
atives of the men working here seem to 
he anxious regarding their safety.

London, July 27. — The House of 
Lords tonight discussed a resolution 
proposed by the Duke of Devonshire, 
opposing any general or penal tariff 
or colonial preference based on the 
taxation of food. The resolution was 
rejected by the adoption of the pre- 
vious question by a majority of C4. 
The discussion was an interesting 
revelation of the difference of opinion 
among the Unionists. For instance, 
the Marquis of Londonderry, lord 
president of the council and presi- 
dent of the board of education, de- 
clared that he supported Premier 
Balfour's policy, but would resign if 
there should be any question of taxa- 
tion of food. .The Duke of Devon- 
shire, Lord Goschen and others earn- 
estly appealed to the government to 
cease its ambiguous policy and not to 
sit silent while Joseph Chamberlain 
audaciously claimed the premier and 
the party for his own. Foreign Min- 
ister Landsdowne, speaking for the 
government, decided not to be drawn 
into any specilic declaration as to the 
government's policy regarding the 
tariff or the colonial conference.

ST. PETERSBURG CRITICISM. 

Newspaper Comment on Affairs of 
the Day. 

St. Petersburg, July 27— The sub- 
stance of the interview in New York 
with M. Sato, spokesman for the 
Japanese envoys, on the position of 
the Japanese in the peace negotia- 
tions was reproduced In the papers 
and passed almost without comment, 
only the Novoo Vremya contains a 
sarcastic fling, saying that Japan con- 
ducted the war quite economically, 
quite a million a day, but she had 
better present the bill to those who 
are furnishing the sinews of war, and 
not to the country upon which the 
war was forced. 

A supplementary statement speci- 
fying the cession of the island of 
Sakhalien and the amount of indem- 
nity for the war contained no sur- 
prise and caused but little flurry' ex- 
cept in circles decidedly interested 
The bourse was not affected. 

The Viedomosti takes occasion to 
direct sharp criticism at the visit of 
Secretary of War Taft and Miss 
Roosevelt to Japan, and complains 
that the moment of the trip was 
tactlessly chosen. The paper adds 
that the efforts to prove that the visit 
to the Land of the Rising Sun is 
devoid of political meaning are 
"childlike." 

War Party Gaining 
The war party is again making 
headway, drawing capital from Gen. 
Linevitch s optimistic telegrams, one 
of which, with the Emperor's reply 
declaring that the misfortunes of war 
have not shaken his belief In the de 
votlon of the army, and containing a 
wisli that the troops may bring the 
war to a happy conclusion, Is pub- 
lished In all papers. 

No further news lias been received 
here of the landing of Japanese troops 
on the coast of Siberia, or of the 
operations in Korea. Though accom- 
panied by constant skirmishes, the 
steady pressure of the Japanese 
northward has not developed a seri- 
ous light yet. 

The papers mention the purchase by 
Japan of eight steamers from Russian 
and German firms, which vessels are 
supposed to be intended for the 
transportation of prisoners of war. 

St. Petersburg, July 27. — The Novostl, 
the leading Jewish Liberal organ, was 
suppressed today for two months by the 
bureau of press admistratiou. .No cause 
for this act was assigned.

OBITUARY. 

George Thomson Leitch, the well 
known chief engineer of the steamer 
Otter, died yesterday morning at St. 
Joseph's hospital, after a brief Illness. 
The deceased was a prominent mem- 
ber of the Association of Marine En- 
gineers, and took :i keen interest In 
till matters of public interest. By his 
uprightness of character anil kind- 
liness of disposition hi.' had endeared 
himself to a large circle of Intimates, 
and the friends are many who deplore 
his loss. 

The deceased gentleman was D9 
years of age and unmarried. He has 
a brother In St. Paul, and, it is under- 
stood, also a brother and sister In 
Glasgow, Scotland, of which place he 
was a native. He is also well known 
In Edmonton, Alberta, where he owned 
some valuable properties. 

The sad news was wired to the 
brother yesterday morning, and a reply 
received requesting that the interment 
be postponed until his arrival, which 
is expected to be on Monday. Due 
notice of the funeral will therefore be 
given later. 

The late Mr. Lietch was one of the 
pioneer marine engineers of British 
Columbia, having held responsible po- 
sitions under tho Canadian Pacific 
Navigation Company before It was 
merged Into tho C. I*. K. ; and he has 
ever since held the position of chief 
engineer of one or other of their ves- 
sels. 

The death took place yesterday even- 
ing at St. Luke's Home of Frederick 
Scholield, Registrar of the Supremo 
Court at Rossland, says the Vancouver 
News-Advertiser.

Alexander Watson, Jr., of Victoria 
West, the well-known shipbuilder, whose 
specialty is light draft and stern wheel 
steamers suitable for river traffic, has 
just returned from the Peace River 
country, where he followed the river 
from the Peace river lauding for i!00 
miles, past (Rattle river and Wolverine 
Point settlement to Vermilion, whither 
ho went for the purpose of building a 
steamer for the Hudson Bay Company 
for the traffic on the Peace river, where 
she will have a run of 000 miles each 
way from Hudson Hope to the Chutes 
just above lied river. 

The objects he attained are three- 
fold, namely, to be prepared for the in- 
creased traffic when the railroad comes 
through, to avoid the risk and losses 
incident upon tho old route by the 
Athabasca river, and to be in a position 
to compete advantageously with their 
energetic rivals, the Preach Company, 
for the interior trade of the great North- 
west. 

The Hudson Bay Company have a 
vast area to supply, of which ia the past 
they have practically had the monopo- 
ly.. Now, however, the Revillion Preres 
concern, a fur trading combination of 
the first magnitude, whoso headquarters 
is in Paris, appears to be running them 
closely and bidding energetically for a 
substantial share of the .Northwestern 
trade, and it is probable that, following 
the lines of their rivals, they also will 
build vessels on the Peace river for a 
similar purpose. 

Tho point is this, that in- both cases ail 
stores for these northern and north- 
western districts, especially those served 
by the McKenzie river, have to be sent 
via the Vthnbasca river, the navigation 
h is dangerous and difficult, 
daces impossible: in fact, a pcr- 
uccession of rapids for 00 miles 
tretch alone, without mentioning 
vhcre they have to portage the 
r drop the boats down stream 
with great difficulty and occasional less 
by accident and water damage. 

This new departure, therefore, is de- 
signed to obviate these difficulties by di- 
verting the traffic into the Peace river 
channel, which, like the Athabasca riv- 
er, Hows Into the Athabasca lake jus! 
below the confluence of the Peace willi 
i he McKenzie river, by which menus 
the sa me < i i <t riot s will he served.

Steamer Stanley Dollar, Captain Bruce, 
went on to Ladysmlth yesterday to load 
bunker coal for her voyage to San Fran- 
cisco, for which port she 'has 2,000 tons 
of freight loaded In China two months 
ago. The 421 Japanese coolies, workers 
on Hawaiian plantations, brought from 
the islands to work on a United States 
railway, were taken to Tacoma en route 
to Missoula on the steamer Rosalie, which 
was chartered by the Dollar SS. Co. to 
carry the Japanese. Robert Dollar, one 
of the owners of the Dollar line, was In 
Victoria arranging the steamer's business, 
and left yesterday for the Sound to look 
after another steamer of the Hue. 

A hitch occurred yesterday morning re- 
garding the clearance of the Rosalie. She 
had a license for 1L!."> passengers, and there 
were 421 to be carried, it was suggested 
they be taken ' batches, but the immi- 
gration officials objected to this. Finally 
Collector Newbury gave the steamer a 
special permit to curry all the coolie cargo, 
and tsbe left at noon for the Sound, 
thronged with Japanese. The Stanley 
Dollar then proceeded to Ladysmlth for 
coal, and will puss out this morning en 
route to San Francisco. 

As the passengers were carried from 
Honolulu for $20 per head, and the ves- 
sel was delayed for several weeks at the 
Island port before a clearance could be se- 
cured, and was moreover obliged to put 
up $30,000 as a bond for libel proceedings 
died by passengers who had been on 
board two weeks or thereabouts before 
the steamer sailed from Honolulu, it is 
not believed that the voyage has been a 
very profitable one. .Mr. Dollar, however, \ A 
has put himself on record that the steam- | s 
er, or another of his line, will carry more 
Japanese to Victoria from the Islands.

Trouble Is expected to arise on Puget 
Sound between the seine fishermen and 
the trap owners who have been disre- 
garding the law relating to the closed 
season because they found more profit In 
paying the line for infracting the law 
than In keeping the regulations. Next 
Sunday seine fishermen, us deputies under 
Fish Commissioner Kershaw, will he sta- 
tioned on the traps of the Sound to enforce 
the 80-hour weekly closed season luw pass- 
ed by the iast legislature. 

The seine fishermen of the Sun Juan 
islands have represented to U. S. Fish 
Commissioner Kershaw that last Sunday 
the traps among the Islands nil violated 
the closed season law, while seine fisher- 
men remained Idle. They have appealed 
both to the llsh commissioner and to Gov- 
ernor Mead to see that the law passed 
for the protection of the sulmon industry 
is enforced. 

Edward Rosenberg, one of the fishermen 
who presented the petition of seven hun- 
dred others to Governor Mead of Wash- 
ington, said In au interview: 

"We have presented the matter both to 
Governor Mead and to Fish Commissioner 
Kershaw, and we have the assurance of 
both that the law will be enforced. Com- 
missioner Kershaw stated that there were 
no funds for deputies to guard the traps, 
but said lie would deputize any fishermen 
Unit would volunteer. A sufficient number 
have volunteered to guard every trap on 
the Sound, and will be sworn In as depu- 
ties for duty next Sunday. 

"Last Sunday TOO seine fishermen of the 
Sau Juan islands observed the law, while 

I practically all of the traps of that locnl- 

■ Itv were fishing. The seiners lost about 
$300 to the man by not fishing, while each

While the na- 
ture of the run Is not the same as In for- 
mer seasons, cannery operators have re- 
gained considerable of the confidence lost 
durln- the period of waiting. 

While reports from the Straits Indicate 
that the first apart will not be as large 
as the season of four years ago, the catch- 
es of the last three days have not appeared 
to make any reduction In the schools. It 
'is generally conceded, however, that the 
first spurt will be of short duration, and 
the heaviest run of the season will come 
with the high tides In the early part of 
August.

THE WINTER GARDENS. 

, An esteemed correspondent wants to 
know if the Colonist is in Cuvor of the 
-winter garden scheme. The position of 
ftlie Colonist is this: If it can be demon- 
strated that as a coinmereiul proposi- 
tion it can be made self-sustiiininjr, it 
should be gone on with, so as to be com- 
pleted as soon ns the C. T\ R. hotel is 
completed. The financial status of the 
city, and its many other requirements 
(must, however, bo taken into account. 
The city cannot afford to assume a large 
liability, the interest on which will not 
fully bo met by sources of revenue well 
dn sight. The scheme ought, therefore, 
to have the careful consideration of a 
special committee of business men to 
determine the financial features involved. 
As a matter of off-hand expression of 
opinion, we believe, under proper man- 
agement, the winter gardens will pay 
■well; but it should not be a thing of 
.guesswork. It is a pretty large under- 
taking for a city of the size of Victoria. 
If, however, Victoria is laying itself out 
to become a tourist resort and a place 
of residences it must provide facilities 
for the entertainment in a suitable and 
healthful way of tho people who come 
here. It is better that such enter- 
tainment, in a large way, should be un- 
der the control and supervision of tho 
city authorities, and that for two rea- 
sons: first, the cost to the public wouid 
he the minimum, and, second, all objec- 
tionable elements can be permanently 
•eliminated. From a physical culture 
■point of view, which is most important, 
(swimming baths, bowling alleys, bowling 
'greens and the like are of immense ad- 
vantage. There are no such advan- 
tages now, at least in the winter time. 
If tho city can provide- these at a price 
which will make them generally avail- 
able and nt the same time pay for the 
cost of maintenance and interest charges 
on n fair proportion of the capital ex- 
penditure, they should be undertaken. 
The plan provides for a number of small 
stores and offices. When the new ho- 
tel is built and in operation, and Doug- 
las street is opened up and completed, 
it ought to bo a first-class business lo- 
cation, particularly for those who might 
■wish to cater especially for the tourist 
trade. As a business location its value 
would he greatly enhanced, of course, 
by tho erection of the crystal palace 
now proposed. The city could also ex- 
orcise control over the character of the 
stores doing business, a matter of some 
importance, considering the location. 
These are matters that require Die most 
careful going into before tho public are 
asked to decide upon the proposal in tho 
■form of a by-law. It ought not to be a 
difficult thing to prepare an estimate of 
receipts and expenditures upon a con- 
servative basis to show whether the city 
would bo justified in undertaking it or 
not.

THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

An Increase of freight rates is an- 
nounced on the Intercolonial Railway as 
the first step towards making it pay, 
showing that the criticisms of the extra- 
ordinary way in which it is being run 
is having some effect. The Montreal 
Gazette points out that it probably costs 
the country $1.20 to make the Intercol- 
onial pay $1, which is not business, even 
though it may be regarded ns good poli- 
tics by tho members through whose 
constituencies it runs. The next step 
that is suggested to be taken is to iift 
■the railway entirely out of the slough 
of political control. Political interfer- 
ence is admitted by the Frime Minister 
and his colleagues to be tho cnuse of 
tho heavy deficits. A government that 
is not strong enough to resist tho de- 
mands of its followers to do something 
tiiat is manifestly against the interests 
of the country is not strong enough to 
govern this country, because the Inter- 
colonial railway is only one of the large 
interests to be protected against graft. 
The Gazette points out that it is physi- 
cally one of the finest railways in Can- 
ada serving the most productive terri- 
tory in tho Maritime Provinces and con- 
necting much of Quebec witli the city of 
.Montreal and its markets. It says that 
Mr. Emmerson should make the staff 
serve the railway and not have the rail- 
way for the staff. Although the Intercol- 
onial runs through the lower provinces, 
it was paid for and is run at the ex- 
pense of t ho whole of Canada. It 
should, therefore, be operated in tho in- 
terests of the whole of Canada, and not 
as n political preserve to make and keep 
.votes for nny section of politicians. Such 
a conception of its use is a violation of 
the 1irst principles of good government. 
If Mr. Emmerson wishes to mnke a rec- 
ord for himself ns Minister of Railways 
he should place the control of tho Inter- 
colonial in tho hands of a first-class rail- 
way ninu, nnd make him. responsible for 
its Ruccess, even if he had to pay him 
twice his own salary. The powers of 
the general manager ought to he so gvent 
ns to place it outside of the right of the 
Minister to intorfcrc in any detail. Such 



THE RETIREMENT OF SIR MAC- 
KENZIE BOWELL. 

The other day Sir Mackenzie Howell, 
leader of the Conservatives in the Sen- 
ate, created a mild sensation in that usu- 
ally serene body hy announcing his in- 
tention to retire from the position he 
had occupied since the advent of the 
Liberal Government to power. There 
were ninny expressions of regret from 
both sides of the 'House, and in the 
■press, since his intentions became def- 
initely known, "there have been many 
tributes, Liberal as well as> Conserva- 
tive, to the character of the man and tp 
the services he has performed to his 
country in a long public career. 

Naturally there have been differences 
of opinion respecting Sir Mackenzie How- 
ell as a statesmnn nnd ns a politician. 
There are few, if any. respecting his 
qualities as u man. He is described 
by one newspuyer as a "sturdy repre- 
sentative of the best Canadian type," 
nnd tho description is apt and accurate, 
except that perhaps he is .not of Cana- 
dian birth. He wns born in Ricking- 
hall, Suffolk, England, and came to Can- 
ada at the age of 10. He is now all but 
S2 years old, and, therefore, has spent 
72 years of his life in Canada. His 
claims to be regarded as a Canadian are 
ns well founded ns those of most per- 
sons in the Dominion. That he is thor- 
oughly Canadian in spirit and in nims 
he has long ago demonstrated. He has 
been for 3S years a representative of the 
people in Parliament, 25 years in the 
Commons and 13 in the Senate. He 
entered Sir John Macdonald's cabinet in 
1878 ns Minister of Customs, nnd dur- 
ing the whole time the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive Government wns in power since h» 
had a seat in the Cabinet. The people 
of British Columbia have pleasurable 
b'eeolleetions of his visit in 1893 on his 
way to Australia, ns Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, one of the Tesults of 
which wns the meeting of the Colonial 
Conference at Ottawa in the year 180-1. 
His services in that connection were 
.recognized by Her Majesty in the fol- 
lowing year. 

During the long political reign of Sir 
John Mnedonnld, both in nnd out of 
power, he was his staunch supporter and 
intimate friend. It was his duty ns 
Minister of Customs to put into prac- 
tical operntion the National Policy that 
followed upon the return of the Liberal- 
Conservatives in 1S78, nnd he was close- 
ly associated with all the epoch-making 
policies conceived and inaugurated un- 
der the administration of his renowned 
chieftain. His sound judgment und 
practical business ability aided greatly 
in their success. Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
was particularly distinguished for his 
hard-headedness, a quality quite as use- 
ful in government ns imagination. He 
came to conclusions as the result of 
careful investigation, anil once his judg- 
ment was formed he yielded to no one. 
Strictly speaking, he was not a ■politi- 
cian of tho popular type. As a leaner, 
if lie failed in any one particular it was 
in the lack of tact. He was a slavish 
adherent to conviction, and ho had not 
the pliability for compromise on any 
basis. This was his weakness ns leader 
of the Conservative party and as Pre- 
mier of Canada, a position to which ho 
was called after the death of Sir John 
Thompson. He hnd always been a care- 
ful and firm administrator of a depart- 
ment, and never aimed at leadership, not. 
even in his own Province of Ontario. No 
one can say, however, that the quali- 
ties which rendered his leadership not a 
success an- anything hut credit- 
able to him. He is a conspicuous 
and oven brilliant example in Canada of 
a public man who strove to live up 
to the ideals he had formed in respect 
to public trusts and public responsibili- 
ties, and now in his retirement he can 
feel that bis course through life is uni- 
versally appreciated. His well-known 
s of character and honesty of 
are known to the people, and 
in in which lie retires, to him, 
will be sufficient reward for a 
spent and for a long and ardu- 
ous period of years, blameless in office. 

Though all self-made men are not the 
men who are entitled to our highest ad- 
miration, Sir Mackenzie is one. He 
started in life ns a "printer's devil" in n

\ind minerals not elsewhere specified," 
and dutiable at 20 per cent, ad valorem.

We understand that the of- 
ficials of the Treasury have confirmed 
this view and the result will undoubted- 
ly be to largely restrict the shipment of 
zinc ores from British Columbia to the 
.United States. This will prove a seri- 
ous set-back to zinc mining, particular- 
ly in the Slocan and Ainsworth districts.

At a 
meeting of the Nanalmo association, 
Mr. A. C. Wilson, who presided, was 
I named commissioner to attend tho 
collection of exhibits, and to llnd out 
from Westminster the details of the 
contest for prizes. Mr. Wilson re- 
ported that they had waited on Pre- 
mier McBrlde regarding tho $350 
which the association had spent on 
the agricultural grounds, and Mr. 
McBrlde had advised the association 
to write an official letter 011 tho sub- 
ject ond he would endeavor to meet 
the association's wishes if possible. 



Now Shipping Ore.— The Hetty 
group of mining claims, on the West 
Coast, lias been this season added to 
the list of shipping properties. Last 
monln they shipped 1,500 sacks of 
copper ore, which gave them a good 
prollt, returning .a per cent, copper, 1 
oz. silver, and .01 In gold. On the 
return of the Queen City on tlie 11th 
instant they sent again to the Lady- 
smith smelter another 1,370 sacks, on 
which Mr. O'Sullivan made the check 
sample assay and obtained as follows: 
10 per cent, copper, 1 oz. silver, .01 in 
gold. The property is owned by 
James Thompson & Sons, commission 
merchants, of Vancouver, and Mr. M. 
A. Ward t tlie well-known Arlington 
.hotel proprietor of Alberni. Mr; 
Thompson states that they Intend 
shipping from 70 to 100 tons monthly 
during the season.

ver, and the products of agriculture. 
What promises lu be the most Inter- 
esting division of tlie Indian exhibit 
will be that which Includes all manner 
of articles of native manufacture. A 
few of tlie items In tills division are 
miniature canoes, silver rings and 
bracelets of native work woouen llsli- 
nooKs, woric in stone and slate, models 
of Indian houses, churches and Col- 
umbia river lisliiiig boats. - Tne at- 
tention of the Indians is drawn to the 
fact that they are permitted to sell 
their wares after tne close of the 
fair, and mere can be no doubt that 
tnis will be a privilege eagerly taken 
advantage of by tourists.

ston's statement that nil are well.

Victoria.

a stay of execution was granted with a 
view to the case being taken to the 
Court of Appeal. 

The feature of the closing scene was a 
brilliant summing up by Mr. Justice 
Darling. 

His Lordship pointed out that this 
was an action for defamation, which 
meant the holding up of a person to pub- 
lic! ridicule, contempt or hatred, or the 
interfering with the private life of n 
person by writing or drawing pictures 
of him. 

It had long been recognized, how- 
ever, and very properly, that if a person 
challenged the opinion of the world upon 
a hook he had written, a picture ho hud 
painted, or a speech ho had made, he 
must be prepared to have it criticised. 

So long as the judgment was fair and 
honest it did not matter how wrong or 
how ignorant it might appear to others 
to be, but the critic must not let indirect 
motives sway him. Ho was then pro- 
tected by tlie law, and, in his (Mr. 
Justice Darling's) opinion, very properly.

He knew it because n 
copy had been put in evidence in this 
case. (Loud laughter.)

The charge made against George D. 
Collins of tampering with a witness, 
Notary A. J. Henry, was not enquired 
into before Judge Lampman yester- 
day morning, although Mr. Helmcken, 
K. C, counsel for Collins, brought the 
matter boforo the attention of the 
court. He read from an Interview 
with G. D. Collins published in yes- 
terday's Colonist as follows: 

Mr. Henry demurred further about sign- 
ing the statement, and -Mr. Collins, look- 
ins at his watch, said: "I've got ail ap- 
pointment at the legislative library to 
look over .some authorities I want to pre- 
sent before Mr. Justice Dun: at S::iu p. in.; 
It Is now S:'i.">; you'd better elgn it if .vou 
want toi" Mr. Henry then signed Ihe 
Statement and handed it to Mr. Collins, 
Wlio then went to the library, taking the 
statement with him. 

Mr. Helmcken reiterated the state- 
ments contained therein, which stated 
what had taken place at the conver- 
sation with Henry In the corridor of 
the Driard hotel. Collins had not 
stated he had an appointment with 
Judge Duff that evening, but with Mr. 
Scholefleld at the provincial library. 
He was at liberty only unitl 10 p. m., 
and that was the reason he wanted 
to get the statement from Henry 
then. 

Judge Lampman: "Has this mat- 
ter come before Mr. Justice Duff ? It 
was stated Mr. Higglns had brought 
this alleged tampering with a witness 
to Mr. Justice Duff's attention." 

Mr. Higgins said he did not intend 
to go into the matter at this time. 
Probably proceedings might be taken 
to bring the matter before Mr. Justice 
Duff, he being in the city during 
vacation. That was the impression 
he intended to convey. He did not 
want to bring Mr. Justice Duff's 
name into this matter. 

Mr. Helmcken said he knew of no 
Intimation that any proceedings might 
be taken. It was a serious accusa- 
tion, stating his client, Mr. Coliins, 
had tampered with a witness of the 
prosecution. If true, it was a rellec- 
tlon on the court, and the court had 
authority to take steps to vindicate 
Its honor. 

Judge Lampman: "So far, the 
charge is not strongly pressed." 

Mr. Helmcken said there was no 
doubt that the statements charging 
Collins with tampering with a witness- 
had been telegraphed to California, 
and the newspaper world of San 
Francisco, which constituted itself an 
authority to try the accused, would 
use the charge to make reflection!

code provides for irregularities in the 
taking of the oath, which cannot be 
set up as a defence for perjury." 

The discussion continued, Collins 
reading a decision which he stated 
bore upon the maladministration of 
the oath. 

The witness said the whole deci- 
sion, not a portion of it, should be 
considered to show the intent. If the 
supreme court were to change that 
decision — 

Mr. Collins — The supreme court is 
not composed of idiots. 

Witness — I'm willing to admit that, 
Mr. Collins. 

Continuing, witness said that sec- 
tion 121 of the California code pro- 
vided fully for an oath made to 
papers certified before a notary, al- 
though the person making the oath 
did not appear before the notary. 

Mr. Collins questioned this, and 
many questions and arguments fol- 
lowed, ■witness reiterating this section 
covered the securing of the affidavit 
in question.
